As. a Ines of picjuiicn prevail in the

F T. TY - ** unexceptionable aſſurances 
muſt therefore be thoſe, which are afforded 
by a perſon. perfectly neutral: one, who 


15 has no predilection, and who is open to 
no other influence, but that of Truth, 
Philo, the learned Jew, with whom I ſhall 
be principally concerned, ſtands. preciſely. 

in this happy predicament. He lived in 
the time of our Saviour, and ſurvived him 
long: he was converſant with many of his 
Diſciples; and, as we are informed, with 
ſome of the Apoſtles. From his ſituation, 
he had an opportunity of ſeeing the early 
progres of Chriſtianity, and of being ac- 
quainted with it's Doctrines: and of this 
knowledge he gives us abundant proof, as 
will be hereafter ſhewn. At the ſame time 
| the Religion, in which he bad been edu- 
cated, and to which he was firmly devoted, 
takes off all ſuſpicion of Prejudice from = 

every thing, which he advances. Indeed, 

„ he may be looked upon, not merely as 

neutral

neutral, but in ſome degree as hoſtile. For 
though he appears to be ſo far affected, * | 
what he had learned of Chriſtianity; as to 
adopt many of it's principal Articles, yet he 
was far from having any regard to it, as a 
Syſtem ; nor did he ſhew any reſpect to its 
Author. He never once makes mention of 
either of them. His evidence therefore in 
reſpect to the Doctrines, which he has 
tranſmitted, is the moſt unexceptionable, 
that can poſſi bly be required ; and obviates 
all the imputations of prejudice, which 
caprice and folly have framed. This argu- 
ment is ſo clear, and of ſuch conſequence, 
that, I, hope, I ſhall be excuſed, if in the 
courſe of this Treatiſe - I preſent it more 
than once to the Reader, that it may be 
continually in his view. In whatever Philo 
has advanced to our preſent purpoſe, he 
was influenced ſolely by the force of reaſon 
and truth. And wonderful muſt thoſe 
Truths have been, which could procure the

One of t the firſt of thoſe, who ik — 
from the Goſpel truth, was Nicolaus; whoſe 
followers received from him the name of 
Nicolaitz, and were afterwards incorporated 
in the multifarious body of the Gnoſtics. 
He was contemporary with the Apoſtles, and 5 
is mentioned as an apoſtate by Saint 3 John. 
He led the way to this falſe doctrine by 
ſaying, that Chriſt did not ſuffer, nor ever

which he oppoſed thoſe four principal here- . 
ticks of the ſecond century, Baſilides, Mar- 
cion, Valentinus and Apelles: who denyed 
that Chriſt was in any degree a man. 

| © COROLLARY, 


It may ſeem extraordinary, that fuch an 
opinion ſhould have taken place fo very 
early: yet that it did take place is moſt cer- 
tain. The reaſon for it's thus prevailing 
may, I think, be eaſily diſcovered. It aroſe 
from a cauſe, which though contrary to the 
evidence of the Goſpel, and calculated rather 
to injure the truth, than to promote it, yet 
indirectly, and ultimately tended to do ho- 
nour to the divine character of our Saviour. 


For it aroſe from an high opinion of his 


virtues, and excellence; and a firm beli

of the miracles, which he performed; and 
which in thoſe early days, and long after, 
were never controverted. Theſe virtues, and 
| theſe works, were fo amazing, and ſo much 
beyond what could be expected from mere 
man, that they would not allow, there was 
any thing human either in the character or 
che operations. Hence they admitted the 
truth; but referred the whole to Chriſt as 
God, without allowing his humanity. For 
they could not conceive, that any ſuch ſub- 
lime and heavenly qualities, and ſuch ſuper- 
natural powers, could be the portion of any 
ſon of Adam. Thus they erred, through a 
miſconception of the true nature of Chriſt. 
They acted however more excuſably than 
many in the days of our Saviour, and in the 
ſucceeding times, who attributed his miracles 
either to magick, or to the Powers of dark 
neſs. We find, that both acknowledged 
| theſe wonderful works and ſaw, and were 
aſſured, that no mortal unaſſiſted could per- 
| form chem. But they erred in the extreme: 
the one by denying the intervention of. the 
Deity, the other the operation of man, Yet 
we

we find each co-operating obliquely * 
the maintenance of theſe evangelical truths, 
which, however misjudged and miſapplied, 
were in thoſe days acknowledged by the 
worſt enemies of the Goſpel. The ſuper- 
natural powers of Chriſt were allowed, 
though his humanity was ſometimes denyed; 
the allowing of which truth was an article

This truth, we find, was of ſuch conſe- 


quence, and theſe hereſies ſo dangerous, that 
Saint John, who lived to ſee their com- 
mencement and increaſe, took this particular 
care to warn his diſciples of the miſchief. 


He therefore in another place brings poſitive 


proof from his own knowledge, and expe- 
rience; and inſiſts, that the Son of God was 
perfect man. — This he ſhews in the fol- 


lowing words.—That, which was from the 


begi ning, which we have heard, which we have 


ſeen with our eyes, whi ch we have looked upon

or PHILO JUDEUS OP ALEXANDRIA. 


To theſe diſciples of Baſilides and the 
Gnoſtics may be joined one of a more ſeri- 
ous, and philoſophical turn, and of a far 
ſuperior character, Philo of Alexandria, a 
Platonick philoſopher. He was a Jew by 
race, and highly reſpected by thoſe of his 
Own

own i nation, and community. Upon this 
account he was ſent ambaſſador to Rome 
upon a ſpecial occaſion in the fourth year 
of the emperour Caligula. This was in the 
year of Chriſt 42: ſo that if we ſuppoſe 
Philo at this time to have been about forty 
years of age, he muſt have been contemporary 
with our Saviour all through his life; and 
nearly of the fame age as many of his 
Apoſtles and Diſciples. If he were older, 
than I have ſtated, as ſame think, till he 
muſt have been throughout contemporary - 
there is reaſon to believe, lived after him 
many years. We have indeed a confirma- 
tion of it from his own words, as will be 


ſhewn hereafter. 


He ſpeaks at large in many places of the 
Word of God, the ſecond Perſon; which he 
mentions, as (deuregog Ocog) the ſecond Divinity, 
the great Cauſe of all things, and ſtyles him 
as

as Plato, as well as the Jews, had done be- 
fore, the Logos. His thoughts upon this 
would do honour to à Chriſtian. But 
though the Jews in his time expected the 
Meſſiah Prince, and flattered themſelves, 
that he would ariſe among their brethren; 
and exalt their nation: yet he ſuppreſſes | 
every thought to this purpoſe; and intimates 
plainly, that, in his opinion, nothing human 
or-corporal could be annexed to the Son of 
God. This prejudice was the great obſtacle 
to his becoming a Chriſtian: though he 
muſt have been convinced of the miracles 
of our Saviour; alſo of the ſanctity of his 
manners, as well as of his goodneſs and 
wiſdom. He muſt likewiſe have known 
many of the firſt proſelytes, which were very. 
numerous at Alexandria; and probably was 
not unacquainted with ſome of the Apoſtles. 
But notwithſtanding theſe advantages, he 
could not bring himſelf to believe, that the 
Mord could be made fleſh: and a ſuffering 
Meſſiah, and Chriſt crucified, was paſt his 
comprehenſion. As to the operations of :

deſcribed more truly by far, than any of the 
Platoniſts before him; or any of 1 
andrine ſchool after him; or even than any 
of his own nation of old. But Chriſt — : 
cified ſeems to have been ſo contrary. to his 
pre- conceived notions, that he never men- 
tions him, nor alludes to him, though he 
lived in his time, and muſt have been well 
acquainted with the hiſtory of his holy life, 
and doctrines, and all his wonderful works.

But not a word to this purpoſe occurs * nor 


are they ever mentioned. Beſides, he fpeaks 


of the Romans in general with much bit- 
terneſs; and accuſes them of cruelty, and 
illiberality, towards him- and 'his people. 
How can we ſuppoſe, that ſuch an invective 


could have been permitted by the ſenate; 


or that they would at any rate have liſtened 
either to ſatire or to encomium from a Jew? | 
But what puts the matter out of all doubt, 
he himſelf ſhews, that it could not be writ- 
ten even in the time of Claudius, much leſs 
in the time of Caligula: for he intimates 
repeatedly in the courſe of his work, that 


the former prince, Claudius, had been for 


ſome time dead. One of the chief enemies 
of the Jews was an Egyptian, named Heli.

other baſe actions, of which he bad been guilty. 
But theſs things happened afterwards: that 18, 
after my embaſſy to Rome, This is in the 
very Treatiſe de Legatione. Ie here inti- 
mates plainly, that the reign of Claudius 
was paſt, when he wrote this document: 
and Caligula conſequently muſt have been 
for ſome years dead. The like is to he found 
inchis oration againſt Flaccus. But why do 1 
mention this oration? when in the verytreatiſe 
above-mentioned? with which we are con- 
cerned, it appears throughout, almoſt from 
every page, that Caligula was then dead: the 
whole character given is of a perſon de- 
parted. We muſt not therefore take for 
granted, that an event, and the hiſtory of 
an event, are neceſſarily of the ſame date. 
The one may have been many years after 
the other. The Treatiſe therefore could not 
have been written till the reign of Nero: 
and probably later; when the Cæſarean fa-

ago, and not long ſince, is ſignified a very un- 
limited ſpace of time; which can only be 
determined by the Author: for it depends 

intirely upon his mode of judging, and the 
termini, to which he tacitly alludes. If a 
perſon were writing upon migrations and 
diſcoveries, he might ſay, that it is not long 
ſince, that America was diſcovered. Vet it 
has been known for above three centuries. 
Nothing therefore can be preciſely gathered 
from the words above: nor can the year of 
a man's life be determined by ſuch evidence. 
The very words — oreg $xow, as they fay, 
ſeem to intimate much uncertainty, and 
that the fact was by no means recent. In 
ſhort, we may prove it from the Author's 
own account of himſelf, and his writings; 
before which all ſuch ſurmiſes muſt va- 
ih. 
When therefore the birth of Philo is car- 
ried up to the time of Julius Cæſar, it is an 
unwarrantable anticipation. There is reaſon 
to think, that he was nearly of the ſame age 
as the Apoſtles; with ſome of whom he is ſaid

to have converfed. He was alive, we have 
ſeen, ſo late as the reign of Nero. And as 
he reſided at Alexandria, he could not fail 
of knowing Saint Mark, who was the firſt 
biſhop in that place,“ and came thither (as 
the Editor allows“) about the year 48, or 49. 
And, if St. Mark's Goſpel was publiſhed 
in that year, or, as many think, before that 
_ year, then Philo had an opportunity of fee- 
ing it alſo. Moreover, ſince he was living, 
when Nero was emperour, it is not impro- 
bable, that he had converſed with ſome of 
the diſciples of Chriſt, as well as of the 
Apoſtles, and that he was not a ſtranger to 
the writings of ſome of the other Evangeliſts. 
His ſituation and time of life will warrant 
this conjecture, and, above all, the n 
which he has diſcloſed.

Chriſtia- 
nity. Euſebius therefore very juſtly obſerves, 
that Philo muſt have had in idea ſome. of | 
the firſt preachers: of the Goſpel, and the 
doctrines tranſmitted by the Apoſtles them- 
ſelves, . when. he wrote theſe things. But 
this is not ſufficiently preciſe : for he had 
not theſe truths tranſmitted. He lived in 
the time of the Evangeliſts and Apoſtles ; 
and obtained his knowledge from them, the 
fountain head, And that he entertained. a 
favourable opinion of the Goſpel, . we may 
judge from his ſilence: for though a Jew, 
and, as one in conſequence of it would ſup- 
| Poſe; not a friend to Chriſtianity ; yet, when 
there are many opportunities afforded, he 
never ſpeaks againſt it. And we have ſeen, 
that he borrows many eſſential truths, which 
could not have been obtained from any un- 
converted people of his own nation. At 
the ſame time it is to be obſerved, - that 
though he lived among Chriſtians, and was 
acquainted with their doctrines, yet he never 
mentions them; nor does he ever take notice 
of Saint Mark, who preſided in his time 
over the church at Alexandria.

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Let ſo much was Philo beholden to them, 
that we may read in him the opinion of the 
Apoftles, and the doctrines of Chriſt him- 
And that he had opportunities of informa- 


tion is plain. For if he were, as the Editor 


thinks, antecedent; to Chriſt in reſpect to 
his birth, it is very manifeſt from his own 


evidence, that he ſurvived him: for in his 


Treatiſe, about which we are concerned. 
he mentions, as I have ſhewn, the death of 
Claudius, He was therefore alive through 


the whole courſe of our Saviour's reſidence 


upon earth; and ſurvived him ſeveral years.

Such i is the atteſtation of Philo Joc 
which muſt be eſteemed of the greateſt con- 

ſequence. For he lived in the time of our 
Saviour, and of his Apoſtles: and their 
doctrines he has manifeſtly borrowed. They 
are not confined to any particular part of 
his works; but are to be found in different 
treatiſes: and I have produced them in his 
own words to the reader; and much more 
I might have produced: but theſe, to which 
I have applied, ſeem ſufficient. His evidence 
is plain: and though he was in general 
much given to abſtruſe and myſtical notions, 
yet in theſe inſtances he is perfectly preciſe, 
and clear; and ſpeaks without diſguiſe the 
opinion of thoſe, from whom he got his 
information; and affords us ſometimes the 
language, as well as the ſentiments, of the 
Ne e As he lived ſo near to Judea, and

ſhews in his writings, that he was born in 
thoſe parts, he may have borrowed ſome of 
thefe doctrines from a ſtill higher ſource. 
As this, though probable, is not certain, 
let us abide by that evidence, which he 
gives, whether he obtained his knowledge 
from one, or many. That it was borrowed 
at the firſt promulgation of the Goſpel, is 
manifeſt: and the great truth, which reſults 
from it, cannot, I think, be controverted. 


THE ACCOUNT. or THE LOGOS, OR WORD

We have ſeen, that the Hereticks above- 
mentioned would not allow, that Chriſt 
came upon earth in a human ſtate: and 
Philo by his particular ſitence ſeems to think, 
that he did not appear at all. This denyal 
of our Saviour in the fleſh I have ſhewn to 
have been of a very dangerous conſequence; 
and rendered the ſufferings of Chriſt, and 
his death, and paſſion, together with all the 
bleſſings which were to en * abortive and

Axp THE OPINIONS OF THE ANCIENT 
PHILOSOPHERS. 

Tertullian was later, than any of the writers 
already mentioned; and is ſuppoſed to have 
been converted to Chriſtianity about the year 
196. He corroborates their teſtimony ; and 
ſhews that the ſame doctrine, which prevailed ' 
in the eaſt and weſt, and at Rome, was 
maintained at Carthage, where he was born. 
This is ſhewn in the account, which he gives 
of this myſtery. Quod de Deo profectum 
eſt, Deus eſt, et Dei Filius, et Unus ambo:

true, that even this people had no perfect 
and preciſe knowledge of theſe articles; yet 
they had ſufficient to improve heatheniſm, 
and to inſtruct the divine Plato. And 
whereas he ſays, that, what he expreſſed 
 Ewvonyeee, Or Intellect, ' foreigners (4 BagCago) 
ſtyled Acyos, or the Word, or Reaſon, none 
but the Helleniſtick Jews could have given 
it this appellation. For I imagine the mean- 
mg of Plato to be, when he mentions — ere 
0% Bagonpe: Noyor mcc — that the people, to 
hom he alludes, expreſſed it literally by this 
name. No people, but the Jews, had any 
knowledge of a ſecond Divine Being of fo 


high an order and character: and none but 


the Jews in Egypt could have rendered in 
this manner Aoyo5: That they rendered it 
in this manner may be ſeen by the Greek 
verſion of the Bible. For though this verſion 
was not made till after the time of Plato, 
yet we may reaſonably infer, that the term

The Platoniſts, and other Philoſophers, 
who admitted theſe truths, were not uniform 
in their deſcription, nor conſiſtent in their 
explanation. However, when they ſpeak of

Divine Wiſdom, the | Soul of the vorld, they 
adopt articles of great conſequence... We | 
know too well, how ſuch a belief in theſe 
times is oppoſed, and denyed, as impious, 
and idolatrous, and contrary to. religion, 
and reaſon. Yet the perſons, of whom I 
have been ſpeaking, embraced them, as ſoon 
as they had any knowledge of them, and 
ſaw their propriety and truth. And who

doctrines above? Some of the wiſeſt men, 
that the world ever beheld; who laboured 
moſt after true ſcience; and made the greateſt 
advances towards virtue, and the knowledge 
of God. We have no inſtances of the 
powers of man, unaſſiſted from above, 
proceeding ſo far. They ſaw a fitneſs and 
propriety, where it is now denyed. Of this 
illuſtrious band I ſhall mention only four; 
Socrates, Plato, Ariſtotle, and Zeno. If 
Philo Judeus went beyond them, it was, 
becauſe he applied to a more ample ſource 
of divine know n afforded. aa 64 a later

We have ſeen, that, in Wh time 8 
this revelation took place, that is, from the 
time of the Apoſtles, to the end of the ſe- 
cond century, in whatever region a Chriſtian 
church was eſtabliſhed, a Sacred Trias was 
univerſally admitted. Hence I make this 
inference, that, if an error of this ſort had 
ariſen ſo early, yet it could not equally have 
prevailed in ſo many remote parts of the 
world. And I proceed further, and am per- 
ſuaded, 


8 


ſuaded, that this doctrine is ſo little obvious 


to the notions of mankind, that it could 
ſcarcely have been deviſed by the fancy of man; 
and if deviſed, ſtill, as I have before faid, it 
could not have been ſo univerſally propa- 
gated. It has now prevailed for ages: and 
wereceiveand maintain it, not in conſequence 
of any private and partial opinion; but 
becauſe it is accompanied with, and enforced 
by, a divine ſanction; and has the uniform 
ſuffrage of the wiſeſt of men, who have allo 
tranſmitted it to us. We may be certain, 
that there is in it nothing contrary to reaſon, 


by thoſe great maſters of reaſoning among 


the Grecians ſo readily adopting it. Philo 
went far beyond them, as he had better 
opportunities of information. Though no 
friend to Chriſtianity, he has admitted moſt 
of the principal doctrines, which relate to 
the two characters of our Saviour. And 
though he in ſome reſpects miſapplies them; 
yet he plainly admits, and maintains 


them. He was followed by thoſe, who 7 
ſucceſſively belonged to the ſchool of 
Alexandria: ſuch as Plotinus, Porphyry, 


and

and Proclus. They were men of great 
learning, and bitter enemies to Chriſtianity; 
yet maintained the doctrines above. Theſe 
they borrowed, not from Plato, nor Pytha- 
goras; whoſe knowledge of them was 
limited, imperfect, and diſſimilar; but from 
the Goſpel itſelf, where only they were 
ſo amply to be found. Theſe, though be- 
yond human apprehenſion, they admitted, 
becauſe they thought them divine e 
and conſiſtent with mos... Fa 


They have nt likewiſe maintained by 
ſome of the moſt learned among the Jews; 


however implacable enemies they might be | 


to Chriſtianity. The doctrine of the Meſſias 
they admitted; and mentioned him, as the 


Word of God, and as God, antecedent to 


angels, and before creation. This appears 
from their Targums, and other Rabbinical 
writings: of which * P. Galatini gives a large

Such were the opinions of Philo Judeus 
upon theſe very intereſting ſubjects: and we 
have ſeen the reaſons given by him, which 


are very numerous, and at the ſame time 


equally ſignificant. The only queſtion is, - 
from whence he could obtain them. From 


Plato and his diſciples little to this purpoſe 


could have been derived: and many of theſe 
truths could not have been obtained by him, 
even from his brethren the Jews, and their 


ſacred writings, excepting ſome few inti- 


mations. Theſe have ſince been made ob- 
vious and clear by a later revelation. There 
was therefore no ſource, to which he could 
poſſibly have applied, but to the Apoſtles, 
and Evangeliſts, and other diſciples of Chriſt.

It has been aſſerted, that he was born much 
too early to be inſtructed by them. But 
this is ſpoken without ſufficient grounds. 
In the firſt place, we know nothing preciſely 
concerning his birth. And ſecondly, we are 
certified by his own evidence of this, that 
he went ambaſſadour from Alexandria to 
Rome in the fourth year of Caligula, 
which was in the year of the Chriſtian 
Era 42. And if he were of this age at 
the time of his embaſſy, he muſt have been 
coæval with our Saviour“: and as he lived 
to the reign of Nero, we may be aſſured, 
that he ſurvived Chriſt many years. At all 
rates he muſt have been in a ſtate of man- 
hood during the miniſtry of Chriſt; and 
conſequently ſaw numbers of his followers 
for many years afterwards ; and, if we may 
judge by his doctrines, was acquainted with 
the Goſpels, and with the Epiſtles of Saint 


If he were hack ſome years * e big of 
Chriſt, as ſome have inſiſted, ſtill he muſt have been 
contemporary with Chriſt during his whole reſidence 
on earth: for he qgrtainly ſurvived him many years.

Paul. Saint Mark, the firſt biſhop of 
Alexandria, could not have been unknown 
to him. Theſe things, I think, are in a 
great degree evident from the internal evi- 
dence of the doctrines, which he has tranſ- 
| mitted, For there is only this alternative. 
He muſt either have borrowed” theſe truths 
from the ſource mentioned; or he muſt 
have had them by inſpiration. But to 10 
great an indulgence he ſeems to have had 
no pretence: he conſequently received them 
from the Apoſtles, and the firſt proſelytes 
to the Goſpel. The very words, in which 
thoſe doctrines are delivered, ſhew it. 


Nor was it Philo only,- who took theſe 
advantages. He ſet an early example. And 
the Pagan world at large was ſoon improved 
by the doctrines of Chriſtianity. The wiſeſt 
of the Philoſophers ſaw it's ſuperiority. And

from among whom it proceeded, and could 
not be reconciled to it's great Author; yet 
they borrowed their ethics from him, and 
enriched their philoſophy with truths un- J 
known before. Many of them admitted. the. 
very my ſeries: and thou gh they, tried to 
explain them cach according t to his particular 
fancy; yet, 1 ſay, they were admitted ; and. 
not thought reprehenſible, nor contrary to 
reaſon. Theodoret takes notice, (@zgameur. 6.) 
that Plutarch, Numenius,. and Plotinus, 
borrowed from the ſacred writings... To 
theſe might be added, Epictetus, Antoninus, 
Porphyrius, Maximus Tyrius, Hierocles, 
Proclus, with many more. The emperour 
Julian, that bitter enemy, copied largely 
from the ſyſtem, which he tried to ruin. 
The lump of leaven, mentioned by our 
Saviour, began very ſoon to operate upon 
the maſs, in which it was incloſed; and pro- 
ceeds at this day in it's operation. The good 
effects of Chriſtianity are felt far beyond it's 
limits; and will in time be univerſal. That 
they are ſo extenſive at preſent, is owing in 
no ſmall degree to the writings of Philo.

"If theſe arguments, which'I have deduced 
from Philo, be true, as I truſt they are, we 
have in conſequence of it the moſt early 
and deciſive evidence in favour of the doc- 
trine, with which we are engaged. And 
we may be certified, if any proof be want- 
ing, concerning the opinion of the firſt 
Chriſtians and Apoſtles, in reſpect to this 
myſtery. The atteſtation of the Fathers is 
attended with great validity, and cannot be 
ſet aſide. But this from Philo is {till more 
forcible and convincing, as it is more early. 
And though it may not proceed from an 
enemy, yet it certainly comes not from a 
friend: ſo that there could have been no 
prejudice nor partiality in favour of the 
articles mentioned. It is certain, that the 
words of the Apoſtles, and more eſpecially 
thoſe of our Saviour, ſtand in no need of 
any foreign evidence to be authenticated. 
But when in theſe times the purport of 
thoſe words 1s * are and the very doc- 
trines

trines denied; and when the opinions of 
the Fathers are eſteemed either too late or 
too indeterminate ; then this prior evidence 
of an Alien muſt have weight. For the 
truths, which he has advanced, he could 
not unaſſiſted have obtained. The wiſdom 
of man could not have arrived at ſuch 
knowledge. He was therefore beholden to 
others for this intelligence: and I have 
 ſhewn, to whom he was indebted : or rather 
he has given a plain proof of it himſelf. 
He drew from a noble fource: and the 
ſamples, which he has produced, ſhew, that 
they are from the ell of wiſdom, from the 
ſpring of living waters, the fountain of life. 
He drew indeed but partially; yet, what he 
has afforded, is attended with great advan-

themſelves be an adequate compenſation for 
guilt. When a man has riſen in rebellion 
againſt his prince, has infringed the moſt 
falutary laws, and been guilty of theft, 
murder, and accumulated: wickedneſs, / he 
may ſay, that he is ſorry for it, and wiſhes 
it had not been done; and he may mo a 
bull or a goat, for the perſons he has robbed 
or ſlain. But this will not ſuffice before an 
earthly preſident ; much leſs before the great 
judge of the world, the God of all juſtice 
and truth.

CONCLUSION: 


If then we admit theſe doctrines of Philo, 
and excuſe his prejudices and miſapplica- 
tions, we ſhall find ſome wonderful truths 
afforded. And theſe could not be borrowed 
from his brethren, the Jews; for whatever 
knowledge they had of theſe myſteries, it 
was by no means adequate to the intelli- 
gence, which he has given. This muſt have 
been obtained from the ſource, to which 1 
have referred it — from the fountain of all 
truth, the Goſpel ; and from thoſe excellent 
perſons, , the immediate diſciples of Chriſt, 
in whoſe time he lived; particularly from 
thoſe, by whom ſome of the firſt churches

Alt may poſſibly be doubted, whether Philo had this 
account from the Goſpel of St. John, as he might not 
perhaps live long enough to have ſeen it. But though 
this doctrine 'is only tranſmitted to us by St. John, yet 
we muſt not imagine, that it was known to him only, 
They are the words of Chriſt, which he ſpake openly; 
and which muſt have been known to all, who heard 
him. And whoever applied to his Diſciples and Apoſtles, 
might eaſily be acquainted with them. Philo perhaps 
had them from St. Mark. St. John? s Goſpel was writ- 
ten before the deſtruction of Jeruſalem ;' at which time 
Philo was probably about ſixty-eight years old; and he 
ſpeaks of himſelf, as living to be old and grey. It is 
therefore not impoſſible, but that he might have ſeen.

It is manifel, that xt Philo | rea the 
ſame high opinion of the ſecond Perſon, the 
geuregoc Orog, as the Apoſtles, and Diſciples of 
Chriſt, and allows him the ſame attributes. 
His only failing is, in not allowing, that 
the Logos appeared in the fleſh, and con- 
ſequently had two natures, a divine and 
human, and two characters, which ſhould 
not be confounded. But Philo takes all 
the attributes of each character, and adapts 
them to one only. Hence he makes the 
Logos, not only the Image of God, and the 
Creator of the world; but alſo the Mediator 
and Redeemer of mankind, by whom the 
ranſom for fin, and price of redemption, 
were paid: the ſame, who afforded heavenly 
food to the ſoul, and who was the Shepherd 
of God's choſen flock. Laſtly, he ſuppoſes 
him to have been the great High Prieſt, 
by. whom interceſſion was made, and fin 
O 3 expiated;

expiated; and of whom Aaron with his 
cenſer was a type.

coming into the world. It is certain, that 
about eight, years after the death of Chriſt 
he Was ſent from Alexandria ambaſſador to 
Rome; and ſurvived to the time of Nero. 
| I. repeat ; this. once for -f all to prove, that 
he had opportunities of ſeeing, and con- 
verſing with ſome of the firſt diſciples of 
the Apoſtles, and even with the Apoſtles 
themſelves. We may go ſo far as to con- 
ceive from his time of life and ſituation, 
might have bad a ſight of their great 
Maſter. I ſhould judge from many articles 
in his writings, that he was not unac- 
quainted with the three firſt Goſpels: and 
he either borrowed from them, or was 
obliged for much knowledge to the Chriſ- 
tians of his time. It is not improbable, but

evidence in reſpect to many great and 
important-articles is of müch conſequence: 
for he ſpealks the language of the Apoſtles,

The teſtimony of the firſt Greek Fathers 
has always been eſteemed of great weight. 
But the evidence of Philo is attended with 
more efficacy, as well as certainty. For he 
was more early, than they, by many years; 
and lived, and wrote many of his Treatiſes, 
before any errors had crept into the infant 
Church. And as he was no friend to 
Chriſtianity, he could have no prejudices 
in favour of it: and we have ſeen, that 
thoſe articles, which he has copied, and 
which have been produced, are agreeable to 
the doctrines of the Apoſtles, excepting 
only ſome miſapplications, of which men- 
tion has been made. Hence we cannot have 
a. more ſatisfactory proof of the purport of 
thoſe doctrines, with the truth and ſubli- 
mity of which he was captivated, and which 
he adopted for his own. We receive them 
through his hands, as we do the light of the 
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ſun reflected from a mirror though not 
ſo copious, nor ſo powerful, as from the 


original; yet very genuine, and ſufficient to

10. aſſures 
us, that Philo was the chief, and moſt confiderable of 
the Jews employed by thoſe of Alexandria in. the Em- 
baſſy to Caligula. This man, faith he, eminent among 
thoſe of his nation, appeared before Caligula bis death, 
which was A. U. C. 793. that is to ſay, in the fourtieth 
year of our Lord. Now Philo, in the hiſtory - of his 
legation to Caligula, ſays of himſelf, that he was at that 
time all grey with age, that is 70 years old, according 
to the Jewiſh notion of a man with grey hair, Pirke 
Avoth. c. 5. Suppoſe then, that he was 70 years old, 
when he appeared before Caligula, it follows, that he 
was born in the year of Rome 723. Suppoſe alſo, that 
he began to write at 30 years old, it will fall in with the 
year of Rome 753: that is to ſay, 30 years before Chriſt 
preached in Judea.

*; Amathek oy ws 1 Ai! to mak 
that Philo was not beholden to Chriſtians, 
is, becauſe he never mentions the name of 
Chriſt.

It ſhould be conſidered, that 
though he was of that race, he never once 
introduces the name of Jehovah, nor of the 
Meſſiah, who about that time was much 
expected by the Jews. Nor does he take 
notice of ſeveral books, or writers, of the 
Old Teſtament; When he went firſt to 
Rome, it was to obviate all the calu mnies, 
with which Apion of Egypt had loaded the 
Jewiſh Nation. Yet in the hiſtory of that 
tranſaction he never once mentions his 
name.

In conſequence of this original miſtake 
about the age of Philo, Dr. Allix proceeds 
throughout to ſhew, that all theſe weighty 
truths, found in this Author, were obtained 
from his brethren the Jews, and are to be 
ſeen in their Miſna, Targums, and other 
books. In contequence of this he appeals 
continually to the compilers of thoſe Writ- 
ings to prove, that they held the ſame 


opinions. But though he quotes largely 


from his extenſive learning ; yet there are. 
many great truths in Philo, neither men- 
tioned by that Author, nor to be found 
among thoſe Writers. Beſides, the appeal 
is not well directed, and of little moment. 
For almoſt every Paraphraſe together with

The moſt early of theſe Writiogs is the Chaldee 
Paraphraſe of Onkelos, and the next is the Targum of 
Jonathan; which are ſuppoſed to have been compoſed a 
few years before Chriſt. But this reſts merely upon 
Jewiſh Traditions; which are not all uniform, and there- 
fore very doubtful, The other Talmudim were much 
later.

It is plainly intimated, that 
there was a time, when the Son was not in 
the fleſh; but a divine Perſon without any 
thing human, There is a remarkable in- 
ſtance in St. John, where he mentions, 
that they beheld he glory of Chriſi; and he 
illuſtrates this by repeating the word glory, 
and ſaying, as of the only-begotten Son of the 
Father. The glory of Chriſt, we find, was 
like that of the only Son of God. Chriſt 
therefore in the fleſh was far poſteriour to 
the Perſonage, to whom he is likened.

The learned Author is ſenſible, that the 
paſſage in Coloſſians i. 15. makes againſt 
his opinion: and he accordingly ſays in 
the Appendix, p. 184, that © the words 
povoyevnc and WEwTTX0G are Nev er any 
where in Scripture applied to the Aoyosy 
but ſolely to the Tiv;.”

But why is it 
ſuppoſed to be true, that, by being ſtyled a 
Son, he is ſubordinate, or in ſubjection? 
This however is more than once main- 
tained: and it is accordingly ſaid, that 
« filiation implies inferiority.” But in this 
notion, I fear, that the Author attends 
more to words, than to things. It 1s true, 
in this world a helpleſs child from it's birth 
depends upon it's parents from it's debility, 
and the nature of it's exiſtence; and is for 
a long time in ſubſervience towards them. 
But we muſt not ſuppoſe, that this prevails | 
in heaven. For between the birth of a 
child and the production of the Logos there 
is not the leaſt analogy. Therefore no juſt 
compariſon can be made between the rela- 
tion of the Logos to the Father, and their 
union; and the relation of a child to It's 
earthly parent, where there is no OUS 
nor bodily connexion.

The Author — 15 whole Treatiſe 
has been trying, with much learning, and

1 f is fad, upon the return of Abram 
from the Jlaughter of Chedorlaomer, and the 
four Kings in the valley of Shavah, that 
Melcbiaedet, Ki. ng of Salem, who was tbe 
prief alſo of the moſt High God, brought forth 
bread and wine, and bleſſed Abram, and faid: 
Ble ed be Abram of the moſt High God, poſ- 
7 er of Heaven and Earth: And bleſſed be 
the moſt High God, which hath delivered thine | 
enemies into thy hand— And that he (Abrain) 
gave him tithes -& all. 


There have been a variety of conjectures 
concerning this paſſage and a diverſity of 
opinions ; which, I think, if we conſider 
the context, and the words of the Apoſtle 
St. Paul, will be found by no means ob- 
ſcure, and attended with no great difficulty.

 * Geneſis xiv, 18, 19, 20. 
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It is well known, that it pleaſed God to 
manifeſt himſelf to the Patriarchs, and Pro- 
phets of old, by a perſonage, whom the 
Jews looked upon as their Jehovah. He 
was at times ſtyled the Angel of God, the 
Angel of the Lord, the Angel of the 
preſence; the Angel, that redeemed Jacob 
from evil; the ſame, whom God was pleaſed 
to promiſe, that he would ſend before his 
ſervants; and who is by Malachi ſtyled the 
Angel of the Covenant. He is ſaid in the 
paſſage above to have been the Prieſt of the 
moſt High God. And by his appearance 
before Abram he gave the Patriarch an 
intimation of Chriſt, the High Prieſt to 
come; and of the myſtic bread and wine, 
which would one day be inſtituted by him. 
By the Apoſtle St. Paul we are told, that 
this great Perſonage was without father, 
without mother; without deſcent ; having 


neither beginning of days, nor end of life. 


Hence it is manifeſt, that this could be no 
other, than the divine Logos; that 1s, a

repreſentation of him under a human form: 
and it is accordingly ſaid of him, that he was 
made like unto the Son of God, an image of 
n to come. 


All this would have e very plain, 
had it not been for a miſtake, which has

Theſe, 
though two of them are ſomewhat diverſi- 
fied, ſignify the King of righteouſneſs, and the 

King of peace, This is well known: and 

we have the additional authority of St. 

Paul, who was a good judge of their mean- 

ing.* Now the two firſt terms are retained 

in the verſions without any interpretations ; 
and the two other terms are partly - tran- 
ſlated, and partly left, as in the original,

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According: to the Author of the Chronicon 
Paſchale, he was of the race of Ham. This 
is equally incredible, that any body of the 
line of Ham ſhould be a Prieſt of the moſt 
High God. Suidas goes upon the ſame 

principle, and tells us, that he was the 
fon of Side, the ſon of Ægyptus, King 
of Libya; that he was himſelf King of 
Canaan, and reigned in Jeruſalem, called 
Salem. He fays farther, that he was King 
of the Jews, and (vn Idle jeovov) not only 
of the Jews, but of the Gentiles in general : 
and all this in the time of Abram; and 
before Abram had any child. There was 
- _ ever ſuch a complication of abſurdi- 
ties. How could a ſon of Side, or a fon of 
— or a ſon of Noah, be a perſon, who 
had neither father nor mother ; who was of 
no  defeent ; and had neither beginning of days, 
nor end of life? And how could he reign 
over the Jews, before any of the family of 
Judah, or of Jacob, were in bein g? 


The 
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The like miſtakes occur concerning 
Salem, which is repreſented, as a city. 
Joſephus ſays, that Melchizedec reigned 
there; and that it was the ſame as Solyma, 
which was afterward called Jeruſalem. * 
This is a great miſtake; for it was called 
Jeruſalem, before the Iſraelites were in poſ- 
ſeſſion of it; and the name is conti nually 
repeated quite through the Scriptures. * And 
what is very extraordinary, it was never 
called Solyma: at leaſt the name does not 
once occur in the Sacred Writings, neither 
in the Original, nor in the greek Verſion. It 
was a name formed by the Greeks after- 
wards; who changed Tepzrann to Trpo- 
ce]; and who would perſuade the world, 
that it was compounded, and formed from 
the greek word leges and Solyma. The 
ſame is obſervable in the etymology of the 
former name; which has been in like man- 
ner by ſome deduced from Tegog and Laufe.

It is accordingly ſaid in the Etymologicum 
Magnum — Jeruſalem vas firſt called Salem ; 
but, when Chriſt made his appearance there, 
it was named lege- wu, the holy City of 
Salem. Hence we learn, to what a degree 
of abſurdity people will go. 


But there is not an inſtance in Scripture 
of Salem being put for Jeruſalem, excepting 
in thoſe paſſages in Geneſis, where it is ſo 
rendered by a great miſtake. The only 
place, where it ſeems to have been eſteemed 
a proper name, is in ſome verſions of the 
ſeventy ſixth Pſalm, v. 2. where it is ſaid — 
In Judah is God known — and his tabernacle 
is in Salem. But here the ancient Greek 
Verſion* differs, and gives the ſenſe more

In this Verſion ſee Pſalm Ixxv. 2.

However in reſpect to Melchizedec, a 
learned Friend ſuggeſted to me, that there 
is an inſtance of a man being called after 
this manner. This is to be found in the 
name Adoni-zedec, the Lord of juſtice; by 
which a King of Canaan in the days of 
Joſhua was denominated. There is cer- 
tainly a perfect analogy between them; but 
with ſome difference. For we ſee, that the 
' Perſon, with whom Abram had an inter- 
view, was not only deſcribed as the King 
of juſtice, or righteouſneſs; but alſo as the 
Prince of Peace : which renders the charac- 
ter more particular and extraordinary.

Paul ul have explained more 
clearly this wonderful hiſtory, if he had 
thought proper to ſpeak out, and to have 
afforded the intelligence in his power.

And we may continually perceive a 
very wiſe mode of proceeding, which the 
Apoſtles obſerved, and their great. Maſter 
before them. This was, never to enter into. 
any cavil about the rendering of names; 
nor abdut any popular notions of the Jews; ; 
when theſe notions did not interfere with 
the truth; and when the Goſpel, which

they preached, was not injured by their 
acquieſcence. They never regarded, whether 
it was Balaam the ſon of Beor, or of Bozar;

They 
mentioned ſuch names, as were in uſe 
among the people, to whom they addreſſed 
themſelves, and as were beſt underſtood.
